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PEEFACE TO THE FIEST EDITION. 



It has been one object, in the preparation of the 
following j?ages, to meet the actual and supposed 
wants of a Student of St. Augustine's in his College 
and Missionary career. The Scripture Texts have 
been arranged for use, in certain parts at a time, at 
the Meetings in College on Sunday evenings ; and 
their selection has been determined by the personal 
reference which, it will be observed, they all contain. 
Texts of this class, of course, touch more closely than 
any others the motives and feelings of those, who are 
to be personally engaged in Missionary operations, 
and are therefore peculiarly adapted for their frequent 
meditation. The number and the length of the pas- 
sages selected have been necessarily affected by the 
limits of the printed page ; but sufficient are given to 
supply the Missionary with suitable thoughts upon 
his calling, in whatever light he wishes to regard it. 
His great Master's words claim his implicit faith, 
and hence may be classed under the general title 
"Credenda;" while in the person of St. Paul, and 
others who are his brethren, "\\a ^k^q^^^^^^ 
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Preface, 
duty, and binds himself to the fulfilment of it, under 
the watch-word "Agenda." 

Another scheme of Scripture texts might readily 
be constructed for his use, at a future time, exhibiting 
the general commands of God to propagate the Gos* 
pel throughout the world, and the general promises 
of God made to the faithful performance of that duty. 
And perhaps it may be of some service to the Mis- 
sionary Student, if a few courses of Scripture read- 
ing are suggested here, through which he may 
become "a scribe instructed unto the kingdom of 
heaven, able to bring forth out of his treasure things 
new and old." Thus he may learn 

In the Pentateuch, how God Almightyprotected, and 
trained an emigrant family, and an emigrant people ; 

In the Historical Books, during a more settled 
period, the course and effects of religion and of 
irreligion; 

In the Psalms, the varied experience of a pious 
soul, and its communion with God, as a pilgrim in 8 
strange land ; 

In the Prophets, the predicted establishment, ex- 
tension, and glory of the kingdom of Christ ;

In the Gospels, the life and death of the Great 
Exemplar, and the education by Him of His College 
of Missionaries ; 

In the Acts, the results of that education ; 

In the Epistles, the management of Infant Mis- 
sionary Churches ; 

In the Apocalypse, the progress and final issue of the 
conflict between good and evil in the Church of God. 

If a Missionary is rightly exhorted by the voice of 
Inspiration to " give attendance to reading," equally 
necessary is it that he " give himself continually to 
prayer."* It would be an interesting and profitable 
employment to collect a series of testimonies and in- 
stances, from the writings and lives of Missionaries 
in ancient and modern days, of the necessity and 
benefit of prayer and intercession. How touching 
are the appeals made to his countrymen by that 
renowned English Missionary, the Apostle of Ger- 
many! "I need your prayers, since the sea of

Germany is so dangerous to sail over, that I may by 
your prayers and under God's guidance arrive at the 
haven of eternal rest without stain or damage to my 
soul ; that I may not, while I am trying to bring the 
light of evangelical truth to the blind who know not 
their own darkness and do not wish to see — that I 
may not be covered by the darkness of my own sins 
— that I may not run or have run in vain — that I 
may be supported by your prayers, and may attain 
undefiled and enlightened to the light of eternity." 
And again, " May the Lord our God, who is the 
refuge of the poor and the hope of the humble, 
deliver us from our trouble and from the temptations 
of this evil world, that the glorious Gospel of Christ 
may be glorified, that the grace of the Lord shown to 
me may not be in vain ; and may I not die without 
having brought forth fruit for the Gospel ; may I not 
depart without leaving sons and daughters behind ; 
so that when the Lord comes I may not be found 
guilty of having hidden my talent, and that I may 
not, by the guilt of my sins, instead of the reward of 
labour, receive punishment for unfruitful labour from 
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Him who sent me." Quotations of this character 
might be multiplied to any extent ; but want of space 
prevents its being done here ; and therefore the con- 
cise words of Bishop Taylor, which for their compre- 
hensiveness might have been addressed to Mission- 
aries, may stand for all others which might be 
adduced : 

u Pray much and very fervently for all your parish- 
ioners, and all men that belong to you, and all that 
belong to God ; but especially for the conversion of 
souls ; and be very zealous for nothing, but for God's 
glory, and the salvation of the world, and particularly 
of your charges : ever remember that you are by 
God appointed as the ministers of prayer, and the 
ministers of good things, to pray for all the world, 
and to heal all the world, as far as you are able."* 

A few prefatory remarks will probably suffice to in- 
troduce to the reader the particular collection of 
prayers given in the following pages. Their appear- 
ance from St. Augustine's College is to be regarded 
as the expression of the claim which the members of 
that Society make to the unspeakable \>ruril&sg*> *&

mingling their supplications with those of all estates 
of men in Christ's Holy Church, and particularly 
with all missions under the whole heaven. like 
David when keeping the sheep at home, we may 
" run to the camp to our brethren ; and look how 
our brethren fare, and take their pledge." 

The " Heads of Prayer " answer the purpose of an 
Index, and may serve to suggest additional ones, so 
as to render the whole series more complete. Even 
their present use will be extended by interchanging 
them, as may often be done, in the use, for instance, 
of prayers for some particular grace, at, or after, 
Ordination. 

As to the Prayers themselves, the present being, it 
is believed, the first publication of the kind, one 
object has been to collect all that have been used of a 
decidedly Missionary character, not because they are 
the best, but simply because they exist ; particularly 
those which have been actually offered up by Mis- 
sionaries, as thus coming to us with great recom- 
mendation. Where alterations have been made, an 
asterisk has been prefixed to the signature.

This Edition, though procurable from the Book- 
sellers, will be for the most distributed amongst 
Missionaries, and other persons interested in the sub- 
ject, and qualified to give their opinion, with 8 
request that they will kindly bestow upon it their at- 
tention, and suggest such alterations, additions, and 
other corrections, as shall tend to render this little 
Book a Manual which the Missionary may call 
peculiarly his own (though it will not be without its 
use to others) ; and which, in the knowledge that it 
will be used by his brethren in all parts of the world, 
will strengthen that " communion " of which " in the 
Catholic Church" he is partaker. The Missionary, 
in particular, is requested to contribute to this collec- 
tion of prayers any which have yielded to himself or 
other brethren comfort and strength in the hour of 
their need. Some vacancies have been left for this 
very purpose. lake the " Act of Faith " of St. 
Patrick, at Tarah, a Missionary's prayer on the sea, 
in the desert, on a savage island, or in prison, carries 
with it a reality which appeals directly to all hearts. 

Of course no Manual of printed pr&^ora <r&* ^^ 
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be made to comprehend all needs, even though they 
be common to all Missionaries; still less can it 
pretend to give utterance to those bitternesses and 
joys of the heart which are known only to itself, and 
with which a stranger intermeddleth not. Even in 
these forms which are here supplied, no intention is 
set up by the writer of prescribing any fixed mode to 
others, or of affecting to guide those who are so much 
more experienced than himself. He is simply en- 
couraged by the reflection that he will hereby enjoy 
the privilege of enlarged intercession for others, and 
gain the benefit of their prayers for himself, which 
he heartily desires. Nor is there any thought of 
superseding such storehouses of devotion, as have 
been left to the ministers and members of Christ's 
Church for ever, in the "Private Devotions" of 
Bishop Andrewes, the " Sacra Privata" of Bishop 
Wilson, the '• Compendium " by Bishop Jeremy 
Taylor of " what we are to believe, what to do, and 
what to desire" and others of the same class. 
Earnestly would the writer beg to commend to all 
Missionaries frequent recourse to those invaluable 
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treasures. Still more earnestly would he encourage 
them to the constant use of that inspired collection 
which had been called " The Prayer-Book of Christ," 
the Psalms of David. And most earnestly of all 
would he exhort both himself and all those whe en- 
gage in devotional exercises to a steadfast faith in 
the sure efficacy of those intercessions which were 
offered up by the Great Missionary for His chosen, 
when on earth, and which are now perpetually pre- 
sented by Him for us, as our glorified Head in 
Heaven.—" Ask of Me, and I shall give Thee the 
heathen for Thine inheritance, and the uttermost 
parts of the earth for Thy possession." " Of whom 
speaketh the prophet this ? " " It is Christ that died, 
yea rather, that is risen again, who is even at the 
right hand of God, who also maketh intercession for 



us."

PKEFAOB TO THE SEGOND EDITION. 



The favourable opinions of the First Edition ex- 
pressed in many quarters are thankfully regarded as 
a proof that this little Book was in its measure ad- 
apted to supply a want that had been felt. And no 
opinion was more acceptable (as none concided more 
with the writer's hope) than that which represented 
this Manual as likely to be useful to clergymen at 
home. For however natural it may seem to use the 
title Missionary, in its conventional and limited sense, 
of one who labours among the heathen and unconver- 
ted in a distant land, and however true it is that the 
restriction of that name has created an object of God- 
like ambition, and has given to Christianity a band 
of confessors and martyrs, whose examples are the 
heritage of the Church for ever ; yet it has not been 
without some attendant disadvantage, in its tendency 
to obscure the blessed and elevating truth, that every 
ordained Minister of Christ, in this as well as in a 
foreign land, is indeed a Missionary. The differences 
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Preface, 
after all are only accidental ; in essentials they are 
one : One is their Head, One the kingdom, and the 
Gospel One. One, too, is the nature of fallen man, 
one the great enemy of our race. The state of things 
which has grown up round the Church at home is 
indeed full of alarm ; but it has at least given rise to 
a proposal, which must be received with the deepest 
thankfulness, and which in a remarkable manner 

endorses the wider use of the word Missionary. 

At a meeting of the Upper House of Convocation, on Friday, 
February 6th, the following resolution was agreed to : — 

" That a committee of this house be appointed to consider the 
best modes of making fresh exertions for sustaining and extend- 
ing the Missionary efforts of the Church, both at home and in 
foreign parts ; and that his Grace, the President, be requested to 
direct the Lower House to appoint a committee of their own body 
to consider the subject of that address, and to be ready to Attend 
the house when desired to do so.'* 

As it was in the spirit of the foregoing Resolution 
that this little Volume was first prepared, so a like 
spirit has dictated many of the additions, of which 
a short account shall now be given. 

The series of Scripture texts bearing on tha Mks£&- 
try, it is hoped; will be made atiJl mot* xuasSaS. V* ^^ 
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Questions which are founded upon them. These 
questions may constitute a distinct exercise ; many of 
them were contributed by Students of St. Augustine's, 
and those which are already given will probably 
suggest many others to the minds of such as make 
use of them. 

Another feature entirely new is the " Calendar of 
Meditations on the Christian Ministry, " the Plan of 
which is given on page 25. The writer would not 
presume in this place to do more than recommend any 
of his Clerical brethern who may be disposed to make 
trial of this scheme, Bishop Jeremy Taylor's " Dis- 
course, of Meditation, " in his Life of Christ, " Daily 
Steps towards Heaven " (J. H. Parker, London), and 
above all, the Ordination Services, which might them- 
selves be drawn out into a Calendar of Meditations. 

Many additional Prayers have been inserted from 
various sources, not the least valuable of which are 
such as enrich the early Sacramentaries and Missals, 
and which have been taken from the selection of 
" Ancient Collects," by the Eev. W. Bright, D.D. 
(J. H. Parker, Oxford).

The " Students' Office " has been in great measure 
drawn up 'by ^Students of St. Augustine's College, 
and is used by their whole body early every Sunday 
morning. . It has received many corrections and re- 
visions already, and further use will doubtless shew 
the necessity of more, but it is gladly and thankfully 
included in this collection. 

The "Missionary's (Private) Office" was communi- 
cated to the writer by a Missionary whose name 
would at once command respect and affection, were it 
permitted to make mention of it ; and who says that 
he has used it for years at the different Stations which 
he has occupied, with the greatest comfort and benefit. 

The " Missionaries' Office " was contributed by the 

Eev. J. Lloyd Breck, the indefatigable pioneer of 
Missionary work in the wilds of Western America. 
The writer need say nothing to recommend the use of 
such an office; it deserves to be adopted in every 
Mission. 

The Litany, compiled by an exemplary Layman * of 
the English Church, whose recent decease is a loss 
not easily repaired, is retained, as it was first designed^

for Family use ; but it is also hoped that the Mission- 
ary may succeed in persuading many a family through- 
out his extensive charge to use it at stated times, or 
occasionally, for the purpose of keeping alive the 
spirit of Christian sympathy, and zeal, and love. 

With the same view is now introduced the " Family 
Office," the directions for the use of which do not 
perhaps need any further explanation. The import- 
ance however of some such Form will appear from 
the thought, how much strengthened and cheered a 

Missionary would be by the fact of its being adopted 
by all the religious families under his charge. 
Certainly the Texts embody the principles, motives, 
and hopes which are the very soul of all living piety ; 
and the Pastor, by introducing or using the Form 
wherever he sojourns, may knit together in har- 
monious co-operation all under his charge, to the 
greater glory of God, and the building up of his 
difficult work. 

The " Admonitio," by Walter de Mapes, Arch- 
deacon of Oxford, a.d. 1210, has in this Edition been 
brought much nearer to the form in which it appears 
in the Memorabilia of Wblfius (Tom. I. p. 439) ; it was 
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a protest, with a vien of satire running through it, 
against the clerical delinquencies of his time, but now 
may be simply regarded as didactic and hortatory on 
the clerical character.* 

Had it not been for fear of unduly extending the 
pages of this Volume, a series of choice extracts from 
ancient writers on the Christian Ministry of like 
character with the Admonitio would have been added. 
One of singular force and beauty may be at least 
mentioned, in that stirring spiritual work of St. 
Bernard, de Comideratione, iv. 4. 

The writer desires once more to commend himself 
and his brethren to the mercy of our Great Intercessor, 
whose prayer for His Church was so soon followed by 
His bitter but saving Cross, in the Arms of which 
may we all be embraced, and therein being made of 
one heart and of one mind, " comprehend what is the 
breadth and length, and depth, and height, and 
know the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge, 
that we may be filled with all the fulness of God."

What man of you, having an hundred sheep, if he 
lose one of them, doth not leave the ninety and nine 
in the wilderness, and go after that which is lost, 
until he find it ? St. Lake xv. 3. 

And if so be that he find it, verily I say unto you, 
he rejoiceth more of that sheep, than of the ninety 
and nine which went not astray. St. Matt, xviii. 13.

We ought to obey God rather than men. For we 
cannot but speak the things which we have seen and 
heard.

For though I preach the Gospel, I have nothing to 
glory of : for necessity is laid upon me ; yea, woe is 
unto me, if I preach not the Gospel. 

For if I do this thing willingly, I have a reward : 
but if against my will, a dispensation of the Gospel 
is committed unto me. 1 Cor. ix. 16, 17. 

I am ready not to be bound only, but also to die 
for the name of the Lord Jesus. Acts xxi. 13. 

For the love of Christ constraineth us ; because we 
thus judge, that if one died for all, then were all 
dead : 

And that He died for all, that they which live 
should not henceforth live unto themselves, but unto 
Him which died for them, and rose again. 2 Cor. 
V. 14, 15. 

I am debtor both to the Greeks, and to the bar- 
barians ; both to the wise, and to the unwise. 

So, as much as in me is, I am ready to preach the 
Gospel. For I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ. Rom. i. 14-16. 

Therefore I endure all things for the elect's sakes, 
that they may also obtain the salvation which is in 
Christ Jesus with eternal glory, % Xxm^NSu 
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Crefcentrc 5. 

THE GOOD SHEPHERD'S WARNINGS. 

I say unto you my friends, Be not afraid of them 
that kill the body, and after that have no more that 
they can do. But I will forewarn you whom ye shall 
fear : Fear Him, which after He hath killed hath 
power to cast into hell ; yea, I say unto you, Fear 
Him. St Luke xii. 4, 5. 

Take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your 
hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, and drunken- 
ness, and cares of this life.

THE GOOD SHEPHEBD's EXAMPLE. 

The Spirit of the Lord is upon Me, because He 
hath anointed Me to preach the G-ospel to the poor ; 
He hath sent Me to heal the broken-hearted, to 
preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that are 
bruised, to preach the acceptable year of the Lord. 
St. Luke iv. 18, 19. 

Whosoever will be chief among you, let him be 
your servant : even as the Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, and to give His 
life for a ransom for many. St. Matt. xx. 27, 28. 

Are ye able to drink of the cup that I shall drink 
of, and to be baptized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with ? St. Matt. xx. 22. 

It is enough for the disciple that he be as his master, 
and the servant as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how much more shall 
they call them of his household? St. Matt. x. 25.

Yea doubtless, and I count all things but loss for 
the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus ray- 
Lord ; for whom I have suffered the loss of all 
things, and do count them but dung, that I may win 
Christ, 

And be found in Him, not having mine own right- 
eousness, which is of the law, but that which is 
through the faith of Christ, the righteousness which 
is of God by faith : 

That I - may know Him, and the power of His 
resurrection, and the fellowship of His sufferings, 
being made conformable unto His death ; if by any 
means I might attain unto the resurrection of the 
dead. 

I count not myself to have apprehended ; but this 
one thing I do, forgetting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those things which are 
before, I press toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus. Phil. iii. 7-14. 

We must through much tribulation enter into the 
kingdom of God. Acts xiv. 22. 

But none of these things move me, neither count I 
my life dear unto myself, so that I might finish my 
course with joy, and the ministry, which I have re- 
ceived of the Lord Jesus, to testify the Gospel of the 
grace of God. Acts xx. 24. 
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Hear also what Saint Paul saith i 

* ' Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers, to feed the Church of God, which He 
hath purchased with His own blood. Acts xx. 28. 

Hear also what Saint Peter saith : 

" Peed the flock of God which is among you, 
taking the oversight thereof, not by constraint, but 
willingly ; not for filthy lucre, but 01 a ready mind ; 
neither as being lords over God's heritage, but being 
ensamples to the flock. And when the chief Shep- 
herd shall appear, ye shall receive a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away."

Is it a small thing that the Lord hath brought me 
netr unto Himself? and how can I bear the iniquity 
of the sanctuary, when He hath set my misdeeds 
before Him, my secret sins in the light of His coun- 
tenance ? 

Have I such a sense of the pollution of sin in any 
who are separated to the office of the ministry, as to 
be penetrated with godly fear ? as to walk in constant 
watchfulness and self-denial ?
